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Cheney tests showed evidence of mild heart attack

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Former Vice President Dick 
Cheney is recovering from a 
“mild heart attack,” his latest 
bout in a long battle against 
heart disease. 

Cheney was feeling fine on 
Tuesday and probably will be 
sent home from a Washington 
hospital within a day or two, 
aides aid. He experienced 
chest pain on Monday, and 
lab results revealed evidence 
of the heart attack, spokesman 
Peter Long said. 

“The whole family has been 
working with heart disease 
for decades, and they are 
vigilant and attuned to 
treatment,” said political 
consultant Mary Matalin, a 
friend and former counselor 
to Cheney.

She added that Cheney, now 69, 
“knows how to live with this disease” 
and is fortunate to have great doctors. 
The news came just more than a week 
after Cheney and Vice President Joe 
Biden essentially dueled each across 
different Sunday television talk shows, 
bickering over national security, 
credit for success in Iraq and Iran’s 
nuclear program. Even more recently, 
Cheney made a surprise appearance 


at the Conservative Political Action 
Conference, delighting the partisan 
crowd with statements like, “I 
think Barack Obama is a one-term 
president.” 

Biden called Cheney on Tuesday to 
wish him well, as did Cheney’s old 
boss, former President George W. 
Bush. 

The heart attack is Cheney’s fifth 
since age 37. A heart attack occurs 
when blood flow to the heart muscle 
is blocked. 


After being admitted to George 
Washington University Hospital, 
Cheney underwent a stress test and 
a heart catheterization, according 
to a statement from his office. The 
statement did not say whether an 
angioplasty — a procedure to clear a 
blockage — was performed. 

It is possible to have blockages in 
blood vessels too small to warrant that 
procedure. 

Regardless, while a mild heart attack 
does not by definition do much damage 
to the heart muscle, cumulative ones 
add up. 

“We know he’s got bad heart function to 
start. Any degree of loss of heart tissue 
is going to impair his heart function 
more,” said interventional cardiologist 
Dr. William O’Neill, executive dean 
for clinical affairs at the University of 
Miami School of Medicine. 

Matalin said Cheney was feeling fine. 
She said the former vice president 
watched the Olympics on Monday 
night, had lunch with his family on 
Tuesday, has kept up good humor and 
deeply enjoyed writing his book. 
While Bush kept his promise and 
got off the national political stage, 
Cheney has remained ever prominent 
as a voice of opposition to the Obama 


administration. Under Bush, he was 
regarded as the most powerful vice 
president in history. Cheney’s public 
career spanned decades, including 
service as a lawmaker, a defense 
secretary and a White House chief of 
staff. 

Cheney had bypass surgery in 1988, 
as well as two later angioplasties to 
clear narrowed coronary arteries, and 
bypasses tend to last about a decade 
before the rerouted blood vessels start 
to clog. 

In 2001, he had a special pacemaker 
implanted in his chest. In addition, 
doctors in 2008 restored a normal 
rhythm to his heart with an electric 
shock. It was the second time in 
less than a year that Cheney had 
experienced and been treated for an 
atrial fibrillation, an abnormal rhythm 
involving the upper chambers of the 
heart. 

Cheney has sparred with the Obama 
administration over plans to close 
the U.S. detention facility for terror 
suspects at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
and hold the trials of several detainees 
in civilian courts rather than military 
tribunals. Yet when Biden and Cheney 
spoke for roughly five minutes on 
Tuesday, it was all friendly and 
personal, Biden’s office said.Q 
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States eye ban on public release of 911 calls

MONTGOMERY, Ala. 
Linda Casey dialed 911 and 
screamed, “Oh, God!” over 
and over again into the phone 
after finding her daughter 
beaten to death in the driveway 
of their North Carolina home. 
Later that day, she heard the 
911 recording on the local 
news and vomited. 

“This was not only the most 
painful thing I have ever been 
through, it should have been 
the most private,” she said in an 
e-mail. Because of situations 
like Casey’s, lawmakers in 
Alabama, Ohio and Wisconsin 
are deciding whether to bar the 
public release of 911 calls. 
Missouri, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island and Wyoming 
already keep such recordings 
private. But generally, most 
states consider emergency 
calls public records available 
on request, with exceptions 
sometimes made for privacy 
reasons or to protect a police 
investigation. 

“Nationally there is a growing 
concern about the release of 
audiotapes that don’t involve 
newsworthy people or events 
— just things that people 
like to hear because of their 
sensational nature,” said Sonny 
Brasfield, executive director 
of the Association of County 
Commissions of Alabama, 
which drafted legislation in 
the state to bar the release of 
911 recordings. “There is a 
concern nationally that these 
kinds of things are having a 
chilling effect on people’s 
willingness to call 911.” 
Open-government advocates 
disagree and say that 
prohibiting the release of 


the recordings takes away a 
valuable tool that has exposed 
botched calls. 

Lor example, a Detroit 
dispatcher in 2006 scolded a 
5-year-old boy for “playing on 
the phone” while his mother 
lay unconscious. When police 
arrived, the boy’s mother 
was dead. In a 2008 call 
in Memphis, Tenn., a 911 
operator asked, “What’s your 
emergency?” then fell asleep. 
“It’s crucial that we’re able 
to hear how our public safety 
calls are being handled,” said 
David Cuillier, chairman of 
the Society of Professional 
Journalists’ Lreedom of 
Information Committee. 

The public release of audio 
has also led to accolades 
for dispatchers who have 
helped save lives, and helped 
vindicate operators accused of 
mishandling a call. 

In states where 911 calls are 
made available to the public, 
news organizations generally 
make their own case-by- 
case decisions on whether to 
air a recording, taking into 
consideration issues of taste, 
sensitivity and news value. 
“We strongly believe that 911 
recordings should be public 
record because they can 
reflect on the performance of 
public agencies,” said Thomas 
Kent, standards editor of The 
Associated Press. “It certainly 
can be hard to listen to 911 
recordings, and we use them 
very sparingly on the air and 
online. Our decision to use such 
recordings depends primarily 
on their relevance to important 
news, not the atmospherics.” 
Cuillier, a professor at Arizona 
State University’s School of 
Journalism, said the answer is

better self-regulation by the 
media. “I see this all around 
the country. There’ll be a 
media outlet that maybe goes 
a little too far — pushes the 
boundaries on something — 
and people do not like that,” 
he said. “And then you’ll have 
demands that it be taken down, 
you’ll have a backlash, you’ll 
have legislation that makes 
it all secret.” WSPA, the 
Spartanburg, S.C., TV station 
that aired Casey’s 911 call in 
2008, apologized a day later 
and removed the recording 
from its Web site. 

“That 911 call was me 
realizing my daughter was 
dead,” Casey said. “I did 
not care to share that with 
the world and that private 
moment of grief should 
never have been used to sell 
papers, or up ratings.” 


Brasfield cited one 
particularly upsetting 
example from Alabama 
involving a call made by 
a boy whose grandmother 
was being mauled by a dog. 


Gary Allen, editor of 
an online magazine for 
dispatchers, said new 
technology makes it 
easier than ever to splice 
and copy 911 calls. □

BOSTON - A month after 
being crowned the darling 
of national conservatives, 
Republican Sen. Scott Brown 
of Massachusetts is being 
branded “Benedict Brown” 
for siding with Democrats in 
favor of a jobs bill endorsed 
by the Obama administration. 
Like the four other GOP 


senators who joined him, 
the man who won the late 
Democrat Edward Kennedy’s 
seat says it’s about jobs, not 
party politics. And that may 
be good politics, too. 

The four other GOP senators 
who broke ranks — Olympia 
Snowe and Susan Collins of 
Maine, George Voinovich of 
Ohio and Christopher “Kit” 
Bond of Missouri — also 


were criticized on Tuesday. 
But Brown was the big target 
on conservative Web sites, 
talk shows and even the 
Facebook page his campaign 
has promoted as an example 
of his new-media savvy. 

“We campaigned for you. We 
donated to your campaign. 
And you turned on us like 
every other RINO,” said one 
writer, using the initials for 
“Republican-In-Name-Only.” 
The conservative-tilting 
Drudge Report colored a 
photo of Brown on its home 
page in scarlet. 

The new senator responded 
by calling into a Boston radio 
station. 

“I’ve taken three votes,” 
Brown said with exasperation. 
“And to say I’ve sold out any 
particular party or interest 
group, I think, is certainly 
unfair.” 

The senator said that by the 
time he seeks re-election in 
two years, he will have taken 
thousands of votes. 

“So, I think it’s a little 
premature to say that,” he 
said. 

Senate Republican leader 
Mitch McConnell of Kentucky 
wasn’t particularly perturbed 


about Brown’s vote, saying his 
election last month has “made 
a huge, positive difference for 
us and for the whole legislative 
agenda.” 

“We don’t expect our members 
to be in lockstep on every 
single issue,” McConnell 
added. 

Political observers said each of 
the five Republican senators 
had solid reasons locally for 
voting as they did, to cut off a 
potential Republican filibuster 
on the bill. 

The measure featured four 
provisions that enjoyed 
sweeping bipartisan support, 
including a measure 
exempting businesses hiring 
the unemployed from Social 
Security payroll taxes through 
December, and giving them a 
$1,000 credit if new workers 
stay on the job a full year. It 
would also renew highway 
programs through December 
and deposit $20 billion in the 
highway trust fund. 

It faces a final Senate vote 
Wednesday. 

Snowe and Collins hail 
from economically ailing 
Maine, and they can’t stray 
too far from the Democrats 
who populate much of New 


England. And Voinovich and 
Bond also are from states hard 
hit by the recession. 

The latter two also have the 
ultimate protection from 
retribution: They’re not 

seeking re-election this fall. 
“When you have decided 
to retire and you are a free 
agent, you can pretty much do 
what you want,” said Peverill 
Squire, a political scientist at 
the University of Missouri- 
Columbia. And Squire 
doubted that Bond, retiring 
after 24 years in the Senate, 
would have paid much of 
a political price even if the 
famous appropriator were 
seeking re-election. 

“He’s had no shyness in trying 
to send money,” he said. 
While conservative columnist 
Michelle Malkin used her blog 
to accuse Voinovich of being 
a traitor, even suggesting 
he got some unspecified 
goody for his vote in favor 
of the “porkulus” bill, Ohio’s 
governor defended him. 

Gov. Ted Strickland, a 
Democrat, praised the senator 
for “standing with the people 
of Ohio over the majority of 
his party.” 

For Voinovich, a Republican 
from a Democratic stronghold, 
the party defection was 
nothing new. The two- 
time Ohio governor and 
former Cleveland mayor has 
sprinkled his political career 
with independent votes that 
can agitate the GOR Former 
President George W. Bush 
famously visited Ohio in 
2003 in an attempt to secure 
Voinovich’s support for a tax 
cut package. 

Voinovich still voted no. 
Snowe andCollins, meanwhile, 
“survive in New England by 
a unique set of rules,” said 
Dante Scala, political science 
professor at the University of 
New Hampshire. 

He said: “The way they 
survive with voters in their 
homes states is by making it 
clear that, first and foremost, 
they’re the servants of their 
constituencies, not the party 
label. So, they’ll make a point 
of defying their party and 
going their own way.” 

Brown got little such leeway, 
despite campaigning as an 
“independent Republican” 
and publicly eschewing 
national supporters. Q 
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Pa. abortion doctor’s license 
suspended after raid

PHILADELPHIA - Federal 
agents raided a clinic where 
abortions are performed 
and found “deplorable and 
unsanitary” conditions, 

including blood on the floor 
and parts of aborted fetuses 
in jars, according to the state 
agency that shut it down and 
suspended the license of the 
doctor in charge. 

In the order suspending Dr. 
Kermit Gosnell’s license, the 
Pennsylvania Department of 
State’s Board of Medicine said 
investigators found numerous 
health and safety risks at 
Gosnell’s abortion and pain- 
management clinic, including 
a preoperative and recovery 
area that consisted of several 
recliners grouped together. 

The Women’s Medical Society 
clinic is open during the day, 
but Gosnell does not arrive 
until somewhere between 6 
p.m. and 9 p.m. and is the only 
person with a medical license 
working there, according to 
the order. 


A clinic employee told 
investigators that Gosnell 
directed her in his absence 
to conduct gynecological 
examinations and administer 
painkillers to patients, the 
document states. 

The temporary suspension 
of Gosnell’s license follows 
at least two raids by agents 
from the Drug Enforcement 
Administration and the 
FBI. At the time of one raid 
— at 9 p.m. on Feb. 18 — 
investigators found the clinic 
full of patients. 

On Nov. 20, the document 
states, a patient died after 
being given two separate doses 
of painkillers plus anesthesia 
before an abortion. 

Gosnell’s number is unlisted 
and calls to the clinic rang 
unanswered. It’s not known if 
he has an attorney. His practice 
is located near the University 
of Pennsylvania campus in a 
large comer building, where 
a note in the window said that 
all patient appointments were 
canceled. 


2 teens injured in Colorado 
middle school shooting

LITTLETON, Colo. - A teacher tackled a man armed with a 
high-powered rifle just after two teenage students were shot 
Tuesday at a suburban Denver middle school that’s just miles 
from Columbine High School, the site of one of the nation’s 
deadliest school shootings, authorities said. 

One male and one female were shot at about 3:30 p.m. outside 
Deer Creek Middle School in Littleton, Jefferson County 
Sheriff’s office spokeswoman Jacki Kelley said. Both students 
were taken to a nearby hospital and were expected to survive. 
Student Steven Seagraves said he was about 10 feet away when 
an adult approached students and asked them: “Do you guys go 
to this school?” 

When the students said they did, he shot them, Seagraves said. 
Bus driver Steve Potter said he was about to pull away from the 
school with a full bus when he heard a loud bang that sounded 
like an M-80 firecracker. Students screamed when they spotted 
the man with a rifle, Potter told KMGH-TV. 

“He looked like he was just kind of looking around for someone 
to shoot,” he said. 

Seventh-grade math teacher David Benke, a former college 
basketball player, tackled the suspect. Potter said he and another 
bus driver jumped on the gunman and helped hold him until 
police arrived. 

“He’s the real hero,” Potter said of Benke. “All the credit goes 
to him.” 

The suspect’s name hasn’t been released, but authorities say 
he’s 32.□ 


No criminal charges have 
been filed. Officials from 
the Philadelphia district 
attorney’s office, DEA and 
FBI declined to comment, 
citing the ongoing probe and 
a sealed search warrant.

Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad, wears eye 
protection goggles as he 
visits an exhibition of Iran’s 
laser science, in Tehran, 
Iran, Sunday, Feb. 7, 2010. 
Ahmadinejad ordered his 
country’s atomic agency on 
Sunday to begin the production 
of higher enriched uranium, 
a move that’s likely to deepen 
international skepticism about 
the country’s real intentions 
on the crucial issue of enriched 
uranium.

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The document says Tehran is ready to hand over the bulk of its 
stockpile, as called for under a deal brokered by the International 
Atomic Energy Agency and endorsed by the five permanent U.N. 
Security Council members and Germany. 

But Iran adds that it must simultaneously receive fuel rods for its 
research reactor in return, and that such an exchange must take 
place on Iranian territory. 

The Iranian offer was sure to be rejected by the six powers, which 
have waited for nearly six months for such an official answer. 
The United States and others fear Iran’s nuclear program is geared 
toward making nuclear weapons, while Tehran claims it is simply 
to provide more power for its growing population. The United 
Nations has slapped sanctions on Iran for its defiance on nuclear 
issues. 

Ali Asghar Soltanieh, the chief Iranian delegate to the IAEA, told 
the AP the document — his letter to International Atomic Energy 
Agency chief Yukiya Amano — was “formally reflecting” his 
country’s position, which has been expressed to the IAEA and to 
the media in various forms. 

The U.S. and its allies have previously said there can be no 
significant deviation from the original deal, which would commit 
Iran to shipping out its nuclear material first and then waiting up 
to a year for it to be turned into fuel for its reactor, which makes 
medical isotopes. 

U.S. State Department spokesman P.J. Crowley told reporters in 
Washington that Iran’s counterproposal was unacceptable. 

“It doesn’t say anything new,” Crowley said. “We’ve heard this 
before. We think that the arrangement that we put on the table 
in Geneva is the right one. The Iranian response in essence is, 
in our view, a red herring.” He said Washington would discuss 
“appropriate next steps, including prospective sanctions,” with its 
allies. 

Nor was the British Foreign Office impressed by the new 
document. 

“We continue to support the original deal,” the Foreign Office 
said a statement. “Iran has continually failed to respond fully to 
that proposal.” 

“It is clearly for the interested parties to respond but it is hard to 
see how this latest ‘offer’ properly addresses these issues,” said 
the statement. 

The statement was issued after Amano met in London with British 
officials including Foreign Secretary David Miliband. 

The letter to Amano — dated Feb. 18 — says Iran is “still seeking 
to purchase the required fuel in cash.” However, it was unclear 
how Iran would do that, because there are no stockpiles of fuel 
specifically made for its reactor. 

Iran is ready to exchange its low-enriched uranium for the fuel 
rods “simultaneously in one package or several packages in the 
territory of the Islamic Republic of Iran,” the letter says. 

World powers insist that Iran ship out most of its enriched uranium 
first then wait for the fuel rods because that would delay Iran’s 
ability to make a nuclear weapon by leaving it with too little 
material to make a warhead. 

But Iran’s continued rejection of the deal appears to have worked 
in its favor. 

When the agreement was drawn up nearly six months ago, it 
foresaw Iran exporting about 1.2 tons of low-enriched material 
for further enrichment in Russia to near 20 percent and then 
reprocessing in France into fuel rods. Back then, that would have 
been about 70 percent of the Iranian stockpile.Q

PLAYA DEL CARMEN, 
Mexico (AP) — Leaders of 
32 nations agreed Tuesday 
to create a new regional bloc 
including every country in 
the Americas except Canada 
and the United States, a show 
of unity marred when the 
Venezuelan and Colombian 
presidents hurled insults at 
each other. 

Honduras, which was not 
invited to the conference 
because of last year’s coup, 
could eventually join. 

The new organization will 
defend democracy and 
human rights and foster 
cooperation among Latin 
American and Caribbean 
countries, said Mexican 
President Felipe Calderon, 
the host of the Grupo del 
Rio summit at a resort in the 
Yucatan peninsula. 

Few details of the 
Community of Latin 
American and Caribbean 
States have been worked out, 
and its formation is expected 
to take years. The leaders 
agreed to meet in Venezuela 
in 2011 and in Chile the next 
year as part of the process. 
The leaders disagree on 
whether the bloc should 


replace the Washington- 
based Organization of 
American States, the largest 
diplomatic bloc in Western 
Hemisphere, which has been 
heavily influenced by the 
United States. 

“It’s very important that we 
don’t try to replace the OAS. 
The OAS is a permanent 
organization that has its own 
functions,” said Chilean 
President-elect Sebastian 
Pinera. 

Conservative Colombian 
President Alvaro Uribe and 
Venezuela’s leftist Hugo 
Chavez, whose relations 
have long been testy, gave a 
taste of the sort of disputes 
the new bloc will have to 
tackle. 

At a dinner Monday night, 
Uribe started complaining 
about a trade sanctions 
Venezuela has imposed on 
Colombia, according to 
an official who recounted 
the exchange to reporters 
including The Associated 
Press. 

Chavez retaliated by 
claiming that Venezuela 
was constantly threatened 
by paramilitaries in the 
neighboring country 

and suggesting that the 
Colombian government was 


behind those threats. The 
Venezuelan leader tried to 
storm off but stopped when 
Uribe implied he was a 
coward. 

“Be a man. Stay here because 
sometimes you insult from 
a distance but when we are 
face-to-face to we don’t 
talk,” Uribe said, according 
to the official who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 
Chavez told Uribe to 
“go to hell,” according 


to Venezuelan state 
television’s description of 
the altercation. 

Calderon and Cuban 
President Raul Castro 
intervened to calm the two 
presidents down, and the 
leaders agreed to create a 
“group of friends” to mediate 
between the bickering 
leaders. 

The Venezuelan and 
Colombian governments 
tried to play down the

Chavez said he was confident 
the two countries “regain trust 
and transparent relations” 
through mediation.

Minister Jamie Bermudez 
acknowledged there had 
been “a heated discussion”

DUBLIN (AP) — Northern 
Ireland’s police commander 
denounced Irish Republican 
Army dissidents Tuesday for 
giving his officers just 17 
minutes to evacuate the center 
of a border town before a car 
bomb detonated. 

Monday night’s attack on the 
courthouse in Newry, between 
Dublin and Belfast, was the 
first of its kind in nearly a 
decade. 

Police said they still were 
trying to steer people away 


from the bomb when it 
exploded, causing little 
damage to the heavily fortified 
courthouse and injuring no 
one. Nearby residents said 
their homes shook like an 
earthquake from the blast but 
their windows did not shatter, 
and traffic continued to pass 
by the flaming remains of the 
car until police shut down the 
road. 

Police said the bomb contained 
100 kilograms (225 pounds) 
of homemade explosive 
— much smaller than typical 
IRA car bombs. It appeared 


to catch police off guard 
because, unlike more than a 
dozen previous similar threats 
across Northern Ireland, this 
one actually detonated. 

The police’s painstaking 
search for clues Tuesday 
brought heavy disruption to 
Newry, a shopping-center 
hub normally full of bargain- 
hunters from the neighboring 
Republic of Ireland. 

Police warned that parts of 
central Newry might be shut 
down through Wednesday 
as forensic officers in white 
boiler suits comb every surface 
within a kilometer (half-mile) 
for evidence. They hoped to 
retrieve DNA traces of the 
bomb maker or driver from 
the obliterated remains of the 
bomb and car. 

In Washington, U.S. Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton 
condemned the IRA dissidents ’ 
latest bid to undermine 
Northern Ireland’s Catholic- 
Protestant government, the 
central achievement of a U.S.- 
brokered 1998 peace accord. 
Both sides in the fragile 
coalition are planning next 


month to elect a new justice 
minister who would take 
responsibilities from Britain to 
oversee the province’s police 
and courts — a move bitterly 
opposed by IRA die-hards 
because it could strengthen 
Catholic support for law and 
order. 

Clinton, speaking alongside 
Britain’s visiting secretary 
of state for Northern Ireland, 
Shaun Woodward, called 
the Newry blast “another 
cowardly act of violence by 
those who prefer to plant 
bombs than to argue for 
votes and to participate in the 
political process.” 

Police said callers using 
recognized dissident IRA 
code words called Newry’s 
hospital and businesses after 
ramming the car bomb into 
the courthouse’s front security 
gates. They said the blast came 
just 17 minutes after police 
got word. “The time we got 
to respond was very limited. 
It was reckless and callous,” 
Chief Constable Matt Baggott 
told reporters. 

Baggott said his officers had 


arrested 130 suspected IRA 
dissidents over the past year 
to suppress their activities. 
But he said the dissident threat 
would be defeated only when 
the extremists’ own family, 
friends and neighbors in hard¬ 
line Irish nationalist areas 
tipped off police. 

During the worst decades of 
Northern Ireland’s conflict — 
when the IRA regularly planted 
vehicle bombs ranging from 
500 pounds to 2,000 pounds 
(250 kilograms to 1,000 
kilograms) — police became 
expert at evacuating people 
from the imminent blast area. 
Citizens were usually maimed 
or killed when police received 
less than 30 minutes’ warning 
and no precise description of 
the bomb’s location. 

The outlawed IRA, which 
renounced violence and 
disarmed in 2005, typically 
telephoned warnings when its 
bombers targeted civilian sites 
such as shopping centers. Its 
chief goal in those cases was 
to inflict financial losses and 
portray Northern Ireland as 
ungovernable. □ 
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Sudan and Darfur rebel group sign key truce

CAIRO (AP) — Darfur’s 
most powerful rebel group 
and the Sudanese government 
on Tuesday signed a truce 
after a year of internationally 
sponsorednegotiations, raising 
hopes the bloody seven-year 
conflict could draw to a close. 
Rebel leader Khalil Ibrahim 
of the Justice and Equality 
Movement announced the 
cease-fire would begin that 
night as the international 
sponsors ofthe talks announced 
a $1 billion development fund 
for the war ravaged region. 
The once bitter enemies, 
Ibrahim and Sudanese 
President Omar al-Bashir, 
shook hands and embraced 
after the signing. 

The next challenge for the 
mediators will be getting the 
dozens of other rebel splinter 
groups to join the process as 
the arduous power and wealth¬ 
sharing talks begin. Previous 
cease-fires and partial peace 


deals were short-lived. 

“This framework agreement 
is a very important step,” 
Ibrahim said. “We point out, 
however, that the road to peace 
still needs much patience and 
honest concessions from both 
sides.” 

Al-Bashir said he hoped to 
see a full peace agreement by 
mid-March and praised the 
presence of other rebel groups 
at the ceremony, saying recent 
steps by them to unify their 
fractious positions was “good 
news.” 

“With this agreement, we take 
a major step toward ending the 
war,” he said. 

Tahir al-Faki, a JEM senior 
official, said the agreement 
commits the government 
to release all of its fighters 
currently on death row — 
nearly 100 — for their role in 
a massive attack on the capital 
in 2008. 

According to the framework 
agreement, JEM would take 
part in the government’s 


executive, judicial and 
legislative branches. 

“We agreed that JEM shall 
transform itself into a political 
party,” he said. 

“As time goes on, and if the 
agreement is implemented 
well, then JEM forces will be 
integrated into the Sudanese 
Armed Forces.” 

Al-Faki said the goal is to 
work out the details before 
March 15. JEM had asked the 
government to delay the April 
national elections so that its 
group can take part. 

The government so far has not 
made a formal response. 

Other smaller rebel groups have 
joined forces to participate in 
the political negotiations for 
a more comprehensive peace 
agreement. 

The major rebel group that 
first launched the rebellion, the 
Sudan Liberation Movement, 
however, has shunned the 
peace talks. Although a shadow 
of its former strength as it has 
splintered, the group’s exiled 


leader remains popular among 
Darfur’s refugee community. 
Abdelwahid Elnur said 
the agreement in Doha is 
“ceremonial” and will follow 
the fate of previous partial 
peace deals. He warned that 
a “new conspiracy” is being 
woven against the people of 
Darfur, while violence and 
genocide continue. 

“No one addresses the need 
of the people of Darfur on 
the ground ... (particularly) 
the issue of security,” he said 


in a telephone interview from 
Paris. 

The temporary cease fire 
between JEM, Darfur’s most 
able military rebel group, and 
the government was initialed 
last week in Chad, Sudan’s 
eastern neighbor which it has 
accused in the past of funding 
the rebels and providing them 
a safe haven. 

Many believe that with Chad 
on board, the cease-fire 
agreement has a better chance 
of surviving. □

LOS ANGELES - Johnny 
Cash’s voice conies in with 
a rumble, singing that there 
“ain’t no grave that can hold 
my body down.” A shuffling 
beat that sounds like heavy 
chains being carried back and 
forth accompanies him. 

It sounds both reassuring and, 
let’s be honest, a little creepy. 
He’s been dead for six years 
now. Even a voice that iconic 
can’t speak from the Great 
Beyond, can it? 

No, it’s what he left behind 
— the sixth and last of the 
American Recordings series 
he made with producer Rick 
Rubin. The disc, “American 
VI: Ain’t No Grave,” will 
be released on Friday, which 
would have been Cash’s 78th 
birthday. Like the series’ 
fifth disc, also released 
posthumously in 2006, it 
contains mostly recordings 
made by Cash in the last few 
months of his life. His way 
of working through the grief 
over his wife June’s death, 
also in 2003, was to work as 
much as his health permitted. 
“When we first went back 
and listened to the recordings 
after he had passed, it really 
just felt like this voice coming 
back from another place,” 
Rubin said. “It had all this 
weight and gravity to it. It was 
scary.” 

You can hear the good days 
and bad days in his voice. 
Sometimes it’s weak, as 
if Cash was struggling for 
his breath. Other times it’s 
stronger, more familiar to fans 
who have listened to him for 


decades. 

When he had reached finished 
the fourth disc of the series 
that gave him a professional 
rebirth, Cash thought the 
run was over. He was a little 
melancholic — until Rubin 
told him they should start the 
next one tomorrow. 

“His eyes lit up,” he said. “He 
really got excited. He didn’t 
know if he could do it, he 
didn’t know if anybody cared 
that he could do it. He felt 
like he’d given what he had to 
give. The possibility that there 
was more for him to give 
really excited him and from 
that moment on, he was really 
on.” The recording style for 
this final disc was the same as 
it was for the other American 
Recordings. An engineer 
would capture Cash’s vocal, 
perhaps to a single guitar 
accompaniment, and Rubin 
later brought in session pros 
like Mike Campbell, Benmont 
Tench and Jonny Polonsky to 
build an arrangement around 
it. The unadorned series of 
recordings were a late-in-life 
artistic revival for Cash, as 
he worked on songs expected 
and unexpected — like the 
memorable cover of the Nine 
Inch Nails’ song “Hurt.” 
Along with the title cut, “Ain’t 
No Grave,” the songs Cash 
sings includes ones by Kris 
Kristofferson, Sheryl Crow, 
Tom Paxton and an original he 
wrote in his last three years. 
The final sessions produced 
enough material for two 
discs, and it was left to Rubin 
to decide how they would be 
configured. The 2006 disc 
was largely a rumination on 
mortality, but he feels the 
new one is more about how 
a person’s energy can live 
on after death. The cover is a 
picture of Cash as a child. 

“It does bring him back to 
life,” he said. “He can live on 
by us being able to hear this, 
even though he can’t show up 
and sing it for us. He left it for 
us to be able to feel him as if 
he were here.” 

Somewhat ironically, since 
Rubin said he’s never heard 
it, a song written by Cash’s 
daughter Rosanne after her 
father’s death eloquently 
expresses the same idea. □

CBS fights 
2004 
‘wardrobe 
malfunction’

PHILADELPHIA - CBS 
continues to fight the $550,000 
fine for Janet Jackson’s 
infamous 2004 Super Bowl 
“wardrobe malfunction,” 
insisting the network is not 
responsible for the fleeting 
nudity. 

The 3rd Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Philadelphia had 
thrown out the FCC fine 
as arbitrary. But the U.S. 
Supreme Court ordered the 
court to reconsider, leading to 
new arguments Tuesday. 

CBS lawyer Robert Corn- 
Re vere says the FCC had 
always applied the same 
decency standards to words 
and images — and excused 
fleeting uses. Janet Jackson 
appeared bare-breasted in 
the halftime show for nine- 
sixteenths of a second. 

But FCC lawyer Jacob Lewis 
says the duration of the 
offense is not the only factor. 
And he argues that CBS was 
warned the act might include 
some shocking surprises.□ 














Toyota: Recalls won’t totally 
fix gas pedal Issues

WASHINGTON - The 
president of Toyota’s U.S. 
operations acknowledged 
to skeptical lawmakers on 
Tuesday that the company’s 
recalls of millions of its 
cars may “not totally” solve 
the problem of sudden and 
dangerous acceleration. 

“We are vigilant and we 
continue to look for potential 
causes,” Toyota’s James 
Lentz told a congressional 
panel. However, he repeated 
his company’s position that 
unexpected acceleration in 
some of the company’s most 
popular cars and trucks was 
caused by one of two problems 

— misplaced floor mats and 
sticking accelerator pedals. 

He insisted electronic systems 
connected to the gas pedal and 
fuel line did not contribute to 
the problem, drawing sharp 
criticism from lawmakers 
who said such a possibility 
should be further explored 

— and from a tearful woman 
driver who could not stop her 
runaway Lexus. “Shame on 
you, Toyota,” Rhonda Smith, 
of Sevierville, Tenn., said at a 
congressional hearing. Then 


she added a second “shame 
on you” directed at federal 
highway safety regulators. 
Texas Republican Rep. 
Joe Barton cautioned his 
colleagues early in the hearing 
against conducting a “witch 
hunt” and said “We don’t want 
to just assume automatically 
that Toyota has done something 
wrong and has tried to cover 
it up.” But midway through 
Lentz’s testimony, Barton said 
of Toyota’s investigation of 
the problems: “In my opinion, 
it’s a sham.” 

Lentz said the company had 
not completely ruled out an 
electronics malfunction and 
was still investigating causes 
of the sudden acceleration. 
Still, “We have not found a 
malfunction” in the electronics 
of any of the cars at issue, he 
said. As to Smith’s harrowing 
story, “I’m embarrassed for 
what happened,” Lentz said. 
“I want her and her husband 
to feel safe about driving our 
products,” Lentz said. 

Three congressional panels 
are investigating Toyota’s 
problems, which affect a 
huge number of Americans. 
Toyota has recalled some 8.5 
million vehicles worldwide 
— more than 6 million in the 


United States — since last 
fall because of unintended 
acceleration problems in 
multiple models and braking 
issues in the Prius hybrid. It 
is also investigating steering 
concerns in Corollas. People 
with Toyotas have complained 
of their vehicles speeding 
out of control despite efforts 
to slow down, sometimes 
resulting in deadly crashes. 
The government has received 
complaints of 34 deaths linked 
to sudden acceleration of 
Toyota vehicles since 2000. 
Lentz, who choked up while 
discussing the death of his 
own brother more than 20 
years ago in a car accident, 
said he understood the pain. 

“I know what those families 
go through,” he said. 

Lentz has said in the past that 
he was confident Toyota’s 
fixes on the recalled vehicles 
would correct the problems. 
But when pressed by Energy 
and Commerce Committee 
Chairman Henry Waxman, 
D-Calif., on whether the two 
recalls Toyota put in place 
to deal with the issue would 
completely solve it, Lentz 
replied: “Not totally.” 

Still, he said chances of 
unintended accelerations 
were “very, very slim” once 
the recall was complete. 
Lentz also said Toyota was 
putting in new brakes that 
can override the gas pedal on 
almost all of its new vehicles 
and a majority of its vehicles 
already on the road. 
Meanwhile, Toyota president 
Akio Toyoda, who will testify 
before a separate panel on 
Wednesday, said he took 
“full responsibility” for the 
uncertainty felt by Toyota 
owners and offered his 
condolences to a San Diego, 
Calif., family who were killed 
in late August, reigniting 
interest in the problems.Q

Stocks retreat after disappointing 
consumer report

NEW YORK - The stock market pulled back Tuesday after a 
surprising drop in consumer confidence reminded investors of 
the fragility of the economic recovery. 

The Dow Jones industrials fell 100 points. Interest rates also 
fell as investors moved money out of stocks and into the safety 
of Treasurys. 

The Conference Board said its consumer confidence index fell 
to 46 in February from 56.5 last month. That was well below 
the forecast of economists polled by Thomson Reuters. They 
expected a reading of 55. 

Not only did the index fall sharply, it is far from indicating 
strength in the economy. A reading above 90 means the economy 
is on solid footing. Consumers are vital to a strong, sustained 
economic recovery because their spending accounts for more 
than two-thirds of all economic activity. 

The confidence numbers came as investors were already 
rethinking the more optimistic assessment they had of the 
economy last week. Stocks had rallied for four straight days 
on upbeat earnings news, including some from retailers, and on 
improving housing and manufacturing numbers. 

That rally has ended this week in response to a growing pile of 
disappointing consumer news, including retail earnings reports. 
While Home Depot Inc., Sears Holdings Corp., Macy’s Inc. and 
Target Corp. all reported better-than-expected earnings Tuesday, 
the companies indicated that sales growth is lagging. That’s a 
sign that consumers are still too hesitant about the economy and 
their own job security to spend freely. 

“Consumers are still just very confused,” said J. Garrett Stevens, 
CEO of FaithShares, which manages exchange-traded funds. 
Economic reports remain mixed, which is typical for this point 
in a recovery and add to uncertainty among investors, he said. 
“Until we get more consistently positive trends, it’s like to be 
choppy like this,” Stevens said. 

According to preliminary calculations, the Dow Jones 
industrial average fell 100.97, or 1 percent, to 10,292.41 after 
being up around 19 before the consumer confidence index was

Kramer disqualified after posting best time

VANCOUVER, British 
Columbia (AP) — The 
biggest blunder of speedskater 
Sven Kramer’s career cost 
him a second Olympic title 
and handed South Korea’s 
Lee Seung-hoon the most 
unexpected gold medal of 
the Vancouver Games on 
Tuesday. 

The Dutchman was 
disqualified despite posting 
the fastest time in the 10,000 
meters after failing to switch 
lanes properly about two- 
thirds of the way through the 
race. 

At Whistler, Switzerland’s 
Carlo Janka celebrated an 
Olympic giant slalom gold 
medal to go with his world 
championship title with a 
combined two-run time of 
2 minutes, 37.83 seconds. 
Norway collected silver and 
bronze with Kjetil Jansrud 
finishing 0.41 seconds 
behind Janka in second place 
and Aksel Lund Svindal

completing a full complement 
of Vancouver medals by 
taking bronze to go with his 
gold in the super-G and silver 
in the downhill. 

Russia had earlier secured the 
first gold medal of Day 12, 
with Olga Zaitseva finishing 
off victory in the women’s 
biathlon relay in 1 hour, 9 
minutes, 36.3 seconds to beat 
France and Germany. 

Canada won its sixth 
gold, joining Norway and 
Switzerland only one behind 
the competition-leading 
United States and Germany, 
when Ashleigh Mclvor 
defeated Norwegian Hedda 
Bemtsen in the final of the 
Olympic debut of women’s 
skicross, held in heavy snow. 
Austria successfully defended 
its title in the Nordic combined 
team relay, overtaking the 
United States in the last 
straight of the cross-country 
section after placing third in 
the ski-jumping portion of the 
event.

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Boone ends 12-year career 
in majors, joins ESPN

NEW YORK - Even 
before he was a major 
league player, Aaron Boone 
wanted to be a big league 
broadcaster. 

“As a little kid, going to 
bed and sleeping at night, 
listening to Harry Kalas 
and Richie Ashbum call 
Phillie games left a lasting 
impression on me,” Boone 
said Tuesday. 

Boone announced his 
retirement as a player 
following a 12-year major 
league career and will 
become a baseball analyst 
for ESPN. 

Following open-heart 
surgery last March 23, 
Boone returned to the 
Houston Astros and went 
0 for 13 in September. 
Teammate Geoff Blum 
took third base from David 
Wright after the season’s 
final game and presented 
Boone with it in the visiting 
clubhouse, a sign players 
knew Boone’s playing 
career was over. 

“Although Em taking my 
uniform off, in a lot of 
ways it doesn’t feel like 
Em retiring because Em 
certainly not leaving the 
game,” Boone said. 


A third generation big 
leaguer, he’s the grandson 
of Ray Boone, the son of 
Bob Boone and a brother of 
Bret Boone. 

An All-Star in 2003 when 
he split the season between 
Cincinnati andtheNew York 
Yankees, Aaron Boone had 
a .263 career average with 
126 homers and 555 RBIs. 
His most famous hit was 
off Tim Wakefield in the 
11th inning of Game 7 of 
the 2003 AL championship 
series, capping the Yankees’ 
comeback from a 5-2 deficit 
against the Boston Red 
Sox. 

Boone will appear on 
“Baseball Tonight” 

beginning in March. He 
worked for ESPN Radio 
during the last NL division 
series. 

“Sometimes there’s nothing 
worse than when you see an 
analyst that’s being a homer 
or, you know, just unwilling 
to criticize something,” 
Boone said. “Hopefully, 
one of my gifts will be that 
Ell be able to, you know, 
say something that’s I guess 
considered critical without 
being a jerk.”

On the Richmond Olympic 
oval, Kramer raised his 
arms in triumph after 
crossing the line, moments 
before Dutch coach Gerard 
Kemkers skated over to tell 
him of the disqualification. 
Kramer reacted with 
disbelief, kicking the ice. 

“It is pretty hard now,” 
Kramer said. “I was on 
my way to make the right 
decision and right before 
the corner I changed my 
decision because of the 
advice from the (coach).” 
Kemkers took the blame, 
saying “the responsibility is 
all mine.” 

“It all happened in a split 
second. It is a disastrous 
error. This is my absolute 
worst moment,” said 
Kemkers, adding that when 
the realization hit him: “I 
knew my world had just 
collapsed on me.” 


Lee said he was as amazed 
as anyone about Kramer’s 
breach of one of the most 
basic rules of long-track 
speedskating, which 

requires competitors to 
switch lanes each time they 
go down the back stretch to 
even up the distance they 
cover. 

“I expected to be on the 
podium but not for the 
gold,” Lee said. “I could 
not have realized that this 
would have happened. Sven 
Kramer is a great skater.” 

In the Alpine competition, 
Janka lived up to pre- 
Olympic expectations by 
taking the lead in the first 
leg of the giant slalom while 
American Bode Miller 
made an unexpectedly early 
exit from the competition. 
Miller’s bid for a record 
fourth Alpine medal at a 
single Winter Games was 
derailed when he couldn’t 
correct his line coming out 
of a right-hand gate in the 
second half of his run.

Olympic protesters 
smash department 
store windows

VANCOUVER, British 

Columbia - Police in riot gear 
confronted more than 200 
masked protesters who hurled 
newspaper boxes through 
display windows of a popular 
department store selling 
Olympic souvenirs. 

Seven people were arrested 
after officers carrying clubs and 
shields quashed the downtown 
protest on the opening day of 
competition at the Vancouver 
Olympics. 

There were no immediate 
reports of injuries. 

Those arrested could face a 
variety of charges, including 
assault, Police Chief Jim 
Chu said. At least one could 
be charged with weapons 
possession for wrapping a 
bicycle chain around his fist 
and threatening passers-by. 
None of the protesters was 
immediately identified. 

Chu said police knew in 
advance about the protest, 
but decided to move in once 
they knew “criminals” were 
involved. 

Authorities said they were 
wary of masked anarchists who 
dress in black and use a tactic 
called “Black Block” to hide 
their identities. Among them 
was a loosely organized group 
from central Canada known to 
disrupt events that draw media 
coverage, police said. 

“Their tactic is to hide within 
the ranks of legitimates 
protesters,” Chu said. 

He maintained that about half 
the protesters were “criminals 
intent... on committing violent 
acts, including damage to 
property, including assaulting 
passers-by.” 

The Olympic Resistance 
Network said on its Web site 
it was protesting to “disturb 
‘business as usual’” in 
Vancouver. 

The ORN is an umbrella group 
for many causes surrounding 
the games, ranging from 
environmental to economic 
issues. The most prominent 
involve native Indians who 
want to reclaim property (“No 
Olympics on Stolen Ancient 
Land”) and those angry over 
the amount of money spent 
on Olympics as opposed to 
public housing (“Homes Not 
Games”). Q

Hawks get rare win at Jazz 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) 
— The Atlanta Hawks 
won in Utah for the first 
time in 17 years, beating 
the undermanned Jazz 105 
to 100 in Monday’s NBA 
action. 

Joe Johnson led Atlanta 
with 28 points, including 
11 in the fourth quarter and 
a 3-pointer with 2:28 left 
that put the Hawks ahead to 
stay. 

Josh Smith added 18 for 
Atlanta, which moved 
back within two games of 
Southeast Division-leading 
Orlando. 

The Jazz lost for just the 
third time in 20 games and 
missed the opportunity to go 
equal top of the Northwest 
Division. 

Playing without Deron 
Williams and Andrei 
Kirilenko, Utah stayed 
close until the final minute, 
but allowed the Hawks to 
shoot 54 percent. 

Mavericks 91, Pacers 82 
In Dallas, Brendan 
Haywood tied a career high 
with 20 rebounds and Dallas 
improved to 4-0 with him as 
their starting center, beating 
Indiana. 

Haywood, who came from 
Washington in a trade this 
month, scored 13 points 
and added three blocks to 


anchor a defense that was 
struggling. The Mavericks 
have held all five opponents 
since the trade to less than 
100 points after the previous 
eight broke that mark. 

Dirk Nowitzki’s 23 points 
led Dallas, who opened a 
3-1/2 game gap atop the 
Southwest Division. 

T.J. Ford led the Pacers with 
14 points.

Gerald Wallace had 32 
points and 12 rebounds for 
the Bobcats. 

Wizards 101, Bulls 95 
In Washington, Andray 
Blatche scored 25 points 
and had 11 rebounds to lead 
Washington over Chicago. 
Blatche, averaging 25 points 
in the four games since the 


trades of Antawn Jamison 
and Caron Butler, helped 
Washington to its first 
three-game home winning 
streak since 2007-08. He 
also made all nine of his 
free throws. 

Early in the third quarter, 
the Wizards scored 14 
straight to take a 62-58 lead, 
holding Chicago scoreless 
for 6 minutes, 10 seconds.

MARANA, Ariz. (AP)— 
The latest gossip has Tiger 
Woods resuming his therapy 
some 2,000 miles away 
from where he made his 
public apology last Friday, 
which—if true—would be a 
comical coincidence in one 
respect. 

He made more news in 
Arizona when he wasn’t 
even there. 

If nothing else, last week 
showed how much control 
Woods wields in the world 
of golf. 

The opening round of the 
Match Play Championship 
typically is one of the most 
exciting days in golf, and 


it was every bit of that. 
Not because Steve Strieker 
became only the second No. 
1 seed to go home or because 
18-year-old Ryo Ishikawa 
won his last three holes to 
stay. The buzz centered on 
Woods’ camp announcing 
that he was going to make 
his first public appearance 
in three months. 

PGA Tour commissioner 
Tim Finchem might have 
set a record by meeting with 
the media three times in 
five days. The first session 
Wednesday was to say very 
little. The third one Sunday 
was to take blame for not 
saying enough. In between 
was a news conference 
at the Sawgrass Marriott 


before more media than ever 
has covered The Players 
Championship. 

Ernie Els was upset, and this 
was after he won his match. 
Upon hearing that Woods 
was to speak in the middle 
of the first World Golf 
Championship of the year, 
Els tried to choose his 
words carefully until he 
said to Golfweek magazine, 
“It’s selfish.” And that was 
putting it mildly. 

Other players who felt just 
as strongly managed to bite 
their tongues, or at least ask 
that tape recorders be turned 
off. 

Ian Poulter inquired about the 
scene at the TPC Sawgrass 
during his final match, and 
when it was suggested that 
the only new development 
was Woods being seen and 
heard, Poulter stretched out 
his arms as if to say, “There 
is nothing else to add.” 

Not that someone didn’t try. 
After winning the Match 
Play Championship—the 
biggest win of his career and 
his first victory on American 
soil—the Englishman 

dressed all in pink nearly 
turned red when he heard a 
question from the back of 
the room. 

“Does the Tiger Woods 
drama take away or diminish 
this championship to you 
in any way, just the media 
attention?” 

Poulter’s eyes widened and 
he stared for a second. 

“Next question,” he replied. 
Some players get tired 
of taking Tiger questions 
when he’s winning all the 
time. They don’t like them 
any more when he’s simply 
reading a statement into a 
camera. 

The Golf Writers Association 
of America usually doesn’t 


get this worked up unless the 
shuttle bus at the U. S. Open is 
running late. Woods created a 
flurry of passionate opinions 
that led the group to reject 
an offer of three seats in the 
room where Woods spoke, 
lobby for more reporters, 
receive a compromise of six 
seats, then vote 19-3 (with 
four abstentions) not to 
participate. 

Could this all have been 
avoided? Woods said he 
was on a break from therapy 
(without saying what kind of 
therapy) and was to return 
the next day. Even if he had 
waited until the tournament 
was over, and had spoken on 
Monday, it still would have 
meant notifying everyone 
on Saturday—and that 
would have stolen attention 
away from Poulter’s 7-and- 
6 semifinal victory over 
Sergio Garcia. 

In the end, the resentment 
was over Woods still calling 
the shots. Most agree that he 
should have lost that right 
through so many selfish 
decisions that culminated 
with a sordid sex scandal, 
which brought disgrace to 
his family and damage to a 
sport that made him who he 
is, or was. It may be years 
before the extent of that 
damage is known. 

His management team could 
have diffused some of the 
resentment by making more 
clear what this event was all 
about. The first word was 
an e-mail to say Woods was 
going to speak to a small 
group of associates and 
friends, and while it was 
not an open media event, 
“it is understood that there 
are many media who are 
interested in what he has to 
say.” Then came word that 
pool reporters—three wire 


services, three picked by 
the GWAA—would not be 
allowed to ask questions. 
It appeared to be another 
outrageous attempt to control 
the media. 

For now, however, Woods 
does have the right to speak 
on his terms. He is not 
playing golf. 

That day is coming, even if 
no one knows when. Woods 
only said that he would not 
rule out him playing this 
year. Once he returns to the 
PGA Tour, the only control 
he has over the media is 
what he chooses to answer. 
He can say he won’t discuss 
his personal life. That won’t 
stop the questions, and 
dodging them won’t do him 
any good. 

Former Masters chairman 
Hootie Johnson chose to 
speak to only five reporters 
during the nine months that 
Martha Burk became part 
of the golf vernacular with 
her campaign for Augusta 
National to have a female 
member. 

Johnson was flanked by 60 
members in green jackets 
when he spoke for the first 
time on the Wednesday 
before the 2003 Masters. 
He concluded his opening 
remarks by saying, “I will 
have nothing further to add 
about our membership or 
related issues.” Then came 
more than 30 questions 
related to the controversy, 
and Johnson answered them 
all (just not to the media’s 
liking). 

The Masters has tight 
restrictions on the media that 
gets a credential, just not the 
questions they ask. 

The ultimate question— 
whenever he decides to 
play—is how Woods chooses 
to answer them.Q

Theo forms United People’s party

PHILIPSBURG--The 
United People’s (UP) party 
has arrived. After months 
of speculation and public 
whispers, Commissioner 
Theo Heyliger confirmed 
Monday night the formation 
of the island’s newest political 
party, with emphasis on the 
people and the potential to 
completely alter the political 
landscape in St. Maarten. 

For the first time in his 
political career, Heyliger 
will not be a member of the 
“red machine” Democratic 
Party (DP) co-founded by 
his grandfather the late Dr. 


Claude Wathey. Instead, he 
will participate in the election 
for Country St. Maarten with 
a new distinction: party leader. 
His intention is to proclaim 
lime green as the colour of his 
party, if the colour is available 
according to political party 
colour regulations. 
Considering his showing in the 
2007 Island Council election 
(1,841 personal votes), 
his formidable resources 
and grassroots campaign 
organisation, Heyliger is 
expected to mount a serious 
challenge to the established 
DP, his coalition partner 
National Alliance (NA) and 
People’s Progressive Alliance 
(PPA). 

He declined to confirm or 
deny who would be on his 
list, only willing to say he had 
been meeting almost daily 
with various individuals on the 
island of varying backgrounds 
and affiliations, to present the 
people with a balanced list. 
However, there is growing 
speculation that PPA leader 
Gracita Arrindell and Heyliger 
will be teaming up to contest 
the next election. 


Efforts were made by DP 
leader Sarah Wescot-Williams 
and other DP stalwarts to 
draw Heyliger back into the 
DP fold. NA leader William 
Marlin, fresh off a victory in 
the Parliamentary elections, 
also reportedly attempted to 
convince Heyliger to run with 
the NA. However, in the end 
all advances proved futile. 
Heyliger reiterated that his 
decision to break away from 
DP had been painful and 
difficult, but a decision he 
thought personally he had to 
make. 

He said that with the UP, focus 
and priority would be shifted 
back to the people - something 
he believed parties had simply 
strayed away from in recent 
years. “Today I can tell you the 
name of the party, after long 
consideration and discussions. 
Although the temptation 
will be there to abbreviate 
the party with ‘UPP,’ the 
official abbreviation will be 
‘UP,’ placing emphasis on 
people, not party. We are busy 
formalising a party board, a 
constitution and a visionary 
platform for the party, with the 


premise of taking the people 
of St. Maarten into a bright 
future. Every step of the way, 
information will be provided 
to the people,” he said. 

The fall of the Balkenende 
cabinet in the Netherlands has 
not thrown off Heyliger. 

“That really does not change 
my train of thought. The UP 
will participate if the election 
is held tomorrow, next month, 
or next year. Following the 
last Parliamentary election in 
January, many people came 
up to me and asked about 
my political future. I want to 
make it absolutely clear to 
those people and to the general 
population that I fully intend 
to run in the next election, and 
I hope the UP will be able to 
secure your support,” he said. 
The official party launch 
should come in the next 
few weeks. Planning and 
execution, Heyliger said, 
are important to the UP, and 
the party will not be thrown 
together and launched in an 
ad hoc manner. “When we 
are ready to launch, believe 
me, the people will know,” he 
concluded. □ 


Pechtold wants 
to continue with 
constitutional 
process 

THE HAGUE-Former 

Kingdom Relations Minister, 
Democrats D66 Leader and 
Second Dutch Parliament 
Chamber Member Alexander 
Pechtold wants to proceed 
with the legislation trajectory 
to realise new constitutional 
relations within the Kingdom. 
However, he fears that the 
process will stagnate because 
of the unwritten rule in The 
Hague that, when one party 
wants to declare a dossier 
“controversial,” handling of 
the subject will cease until 
a new government has been 
formed. 

“I had hoped that all parties in 
the Second Chamber would 
be wise enough to allow the 
continuation of the legislation 
trajectory to dismantle the 
Netherlands Antilles,’’Pechtold 
said on Monday. 

“The factions still have to 
make a decision, but it is clear 
that PVV (Party for Freedom- 
Ed.) and most probably also 
VVD (the Liberal Democratic 
party-Ed.) will want to defer 
the Antilles dossier. There are 
enough reasons to continue 
with the Antillean legislation, 
but I don’t think that will 
happen. This means a serious 
delay of at least half a year, but 
probably longer. That is a pity 
because the islands opted for a 
new status years ago,” he said. 
Pechtold is concerned that, in 
addition to a postponement of 
handling the law proposals, 
some parties will want to break 
open the November 2006 Final 
Declaration, in which partners 
in the Kingdom sealed country 
status for Curagao and St. 
Maarten and the dismantling 
of the Netherlands Antilles. “I 
am not in favour of that, but I 
can’t rule out that some parties 
will try to do so, which would 
make the Netherlands a very 
untrustworthy partner,” he 
said.Q

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High Court uuashes loot's money- 


~ Convictions for forgery, fraud, tax evasion upheld ~ 


PHILIPSBURG--The 
High Court in The Hague 
has quashed former police 
commissioner Marcel Loor’s 
conviction for money¬ 
laundering and has referred 
this case back to the Joint 
Court of the Netherlands 
Antilles and Aruba for 
retrial. 

That is the outcome of 
Loor’s appeal in the supreme 
court of the Dutch Kingdom 
against his April 3, 2008, 
conviction on forgery, fraud, 
tax-evasion and money¬ 
laundering charges. 

The Joint Court had sentenced 
him to 24 months, six of 
which were suspended, with 
three years’ probation and 
payment of a NAf. 15,000 
fine. This is the second time 
Loor has managed to nibble 
away part of his sentence. The 
Court of First Instance had 
sentenced him in November 
2007 to four years, a NAf. 
600,000 fine, repayment of 


NAf. 191,000 to the Coast 
Guard and payment of NAf. 
379,000 to the Tax Office. 
Loor’s legal representative 
in St. Maarten Attomey-at- 
Law Richard Gibson Jr.’s 
only comment was that he 
was “not unsatisfied” with 
the outcome of the so-called 
“cassation” case in which 
the High Court ruled on 
February 16. “I would like 
to refrain from any further 
co mm ent in the media until 
I have discussed the outcome 
of the appeal with my client 
Mr. Loor,” he stated. 
High-profile Dutch lawyer 
Gerard Spong, who 
represented Loor in the High 
Court, could not be reached 
immediately for comment. 
The three judges of the High 
Court followed the conclusion 
of the Solicitor General that 
it could not be proven that 
Loor had laundered NAf. 
447,275 in criminal money. 
He only considered it proven 


that Loor had illegally 
obtained approximately US 
$70,000 in rent allowance 
from the Coast Guard of the 
Netherlands Antilles and 
Aruba. 

The High Court also followed 
the Solicitor General’s 
conclusion that it could not 
be proven that Loor and 
his partner Charlene Craig 
had been aware that all the 
monies deposited with an 
offshore company had been 
obtained through criminal 
activities. 

The High Court upheld 
Loor’s conviction for forging 
immigration re-entry forms 
between January 2002 and 
June 2007, allowing illegal 
immigrants entry to the 
island. 

Loor had stated he had done 
such “for humanitarian 
reasons,” but the High 
Court found that he should 
have used legal means to 
accomplish his goals.

It also rejected the appeal 
of Loor’s conviction for 
defrauding the Coast Guard 
of rent allowances via his 
partner Charlene Craig, who 
worked with the Coast Guard 
for six years. 

The High Court’s ruling 
may have implications for 
the dispossession claim filed 
by the Prosecutor’s Office 
to seize Loor’s and Craig’s 
assets. The Court of First 
Instance postponed a ruling 
on this matter in April 2009 


until the outcome of Loor’s 
and Craig’s appeals in the 
High Court. 

Craig’s appeal in the High 
Court is still pending. She was 
sentenced by the Joint Court 
to 12 months suspended and 
200 hours of community 
service for forgery and 
money-laundering on March 
19, 2009.

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Fasting, Religions Wisdom

Religious dietary 

recommendations, sometimes 
prohibitions, like folk sayings 
and remedies have an uncanny 
insight into the human condition. 
As a clinical nutritionist, I enjoy 
trying to unravel the basis for 
these laws. Likewise, I am 
interested in traditional methods 
of cooking foods. Why do 
spinach and potatoes or cloves 
and ham seem to go so naturally 
together? Spinach, a great 
natural source of iron, contains 
oxalic acid which can raise uric 
acid and aggravate a gout attack. 
However, cooked and eaten with 
potatoes, the alkalizing quality of 
potatoes reduces inflammation 
and prevents a uric acid reaction. 
Meanwhile, everyone knows 
that pork has to be cooked well 
because these animals may more 
easily become infected with 
bacteria and parasites. Cloves, 
used traditional pork recipes, 
have natural oils that kill bacteria 
and parasites. Interestingly, 
reflecting the dietary prohibitions 
of the Old Testament, medically, 
we have found pork to be 
detrimental to all metabolic 
blood types. 

Spring reminds me that 
every major world religion and 
many indigenous belief systems 
incorporate fasting at this time. 
“Fasting” means abstaining from 
food or some types of food. The 
idea of the fasting in spring has 
been fixed firmly in all religious 
disciplines as a mechanism 
to purify oneself and become 
more receptive to their deity’s 
message. The Christian Bible 
has thirty three passages about 


fasting during what they call the 
Lenten season. Pope John Paul 
II stated that Penitential fasting 
is therapy for the soul. In fact, 
for Catholics all days of Lent 
are supposed to be fasting days. 
Muslims throughout the world 
will be fasting during the sacred 
month of Ramadan. The Jewish 
fast of the firstborn takes place in 
the spring, during Passover. 

As a natural physician 
I am aware that beyond 
religious faith, fasting is an 
ancient healing strategy. Many 
traditional cultures, including 
Oriental, East Indian, and Native 
American, have long regarded 
short periods of abstaining from 
food as curative and revitalizing. 
Hippocrates prescribed fasting. 
Fasting was practiced by Plato, 
Socrates and Mahatma Gandhi. 
In modem Europe, clinics that 
support therapeutic fasting are 
quite common. In Sweden it’s 
practically a national sport. 

Proponents of fasting 
offer thousands of testimonials 
from recovered asthmatics, 
arthritics, insomniacs, ex- 
sufferers of migraines, skin, 
digestive disorders, and other 
ailments. They maintain that 
with the exception of serious 
conditions like tuberculosis, 
ulcers, diabetes, hypoglycemia, 
blood, liver, kidney and heart 
diseases- systematic voluntary 
abstention from eating is almost 
always a healthy first response to 
illness. One of my medical heroes 
whose influence prompted me to 
become a colon hydrotherapist, 


Dr. Bernard Jensen, has 
supervised over 50,000 fasts at 
his center in Escondido, CA. 

There are two kinds of 
fasting. The “water fast” induces 
rapid internal purification, but 
shocks the system. Dr. Rudolph 
Ballentine, MD., author of “Diet & 
Nutrition - A Holistic Approach,” 
says that the average American 
lacks the proper reserve nutrients 
necessary for healthy water 
fast. Dr. Ballentine recommends 
a supervised, gradual “juice 
fast” using natural vegetable and 
fruit juices to provide essential 
vitamins to sustain metabolism, 
and minerals which neutralize and 
removed toxins that are released. 

Although abstaining 
from food is often not as difficult 
as you may imagine, it is useful 
to plan ahead. Having medical 
supervision is the safest way 
to start your fast. Fasting is not 
recommended at times of high 
stress. During the first two days, 
when you may feel weak and out 
of sorts, it’s nice to be able to 
be with supportive loved ones, 
and to rest when you feel like it. 
Acupuncture works very well to 
support you through this “rough’ 
period. 

One should begin to 
reduce portion amounts and eat 
lighter foods several days before 
all solid food is eliminated. While 
fasting, be sure to drink enough 
water to internally wash the 
system. Enough is: 1 qt/ 90 lbs 
of body weight (1 It./each 30kg). 
Colonic irrigation not only 
augments the cleansing process, 


it also helps to hydrate the body. 

At Viana Healing 
Center we routinely supervise 
patients through a fast where, 
besides water, only brown rice is 
eaten for two weeks. Eating no 
proteins or fats, your body will 
begin to quickly break down its 
own excess deposits. This not 
only helps with weight loss, but 
we’ve seen it drastically improve 
skin, allergies, colon and other 
problems. The duration of a 
fast depends on one’s medical 
condition, body weight, lifestyle 
and other individual factors. In 
many of our supervised patients, 
we combine the brown rice fast 
with periods of taking light, 
natural foods, almost exclusively 
vegetables. 

If you are one of the 
people on the list above, not 
healthy enough to completely 
fast, but would like to eliminate or 
reduce certain food for religious 
or health reasons, be sure to 
be checked by a professional. 
Consult with a clinical nutritionist 
to help you make the right 
food choices in the safest way. 
Sometimes, eliminating red meat, 
dairy and/or gluten containing 
products like wheat, can 
drastically improve your health. 
Adding dietary supplements 
might be recommended. Always 
read labels to make sure your 
vitamins are free from artificial 
or unwanted ingredients like 
sugar and starch fillers.

integrity nowadays. What a pity, 
fasting brings into harmony our 
mind, soul and body. Fasting and 
abstaining from excessive food 
results in the lightening of the 
capabilities of the mind and the 
soul. Come in so we can help 
you plan and safely supervise 
your spring (cleaning) fast.

Venezuela: Ifder empresarial

CARACAS (AP) — El presidente de la mayor 
camara de empresarios del pais, Noel Alvarez, 
anuncio el lunes que las autoridades judiciales 
le abrieron un proceso por los delitos de 
“rebelion, traicion a la patria e instigacion a 
delinquir”.
